One girl is dead and another in 
critical condition in Grady hospital 
following a double shooting, termed 
by police a suicide pact, in the Guth- 
man Laundry, Whitehall and Brother- 
ton streets, Tuesday night. 

The dead girl is Pauline Trollinger, 
19, of Cascade road, and the injured 
gir’.is Nora Baker, 18, of 453 White- 
hali terrace. The Baker girl is suf- 
fering from a bullet wound in her left 
breast. 

According to police and the family, 
the girls left notes addressed to their 
parents declaring they “couldn't get 
the men they wanted.” 

The father of the Trollinger girl, 
H,. Trollinger, who is nightwatchman 
in the laundry, told officers that he 
and the mother of the Baker girl, 
Mrs. Sara Baker; her son, William, 
13, and another girl, Alma Wilson, 
18, were conversing in front of the 
establishment while the two other 
girls were in the rest room. 

Mrs. Baker told police she went into 
the Jaundry and called to the girls 
and told them it was time for them 
all to leave. The girls answered that 
they would he ready in a moment, 
Mrs. Baker declared. 

“T had just walked a few feet,” 
the mother said, “when I heard two 
shots. We ran into the room and 
found the girls on the bed.” 

Miss Trollinger died shortly after 
she was received at the hospital, while 
little hope is held for Miss Baker. The 
bullet that killed Miss Trollinger en- 
tered her left breast also. 

The guns, one a .45-caliber and the 
other a .41-ealiber. belonged to Mr. 
Trollinger, who said he had left them

FARLEY TO STUDY 
OCEAN MALL COST 


Contract Holders Will 
Be Given Hearings in 
Effort To Determine If 
Savings Are Possible.

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WASHINGTON, July 17.—-(/)— 
Seeking to save millions annually, 
President Roosevelt has ordered Post- 
master-General Farley to investigate 
ocean and foreign air mail contracts 
and see whether they should be modi- 
fied or canceled. 

The White House announced today 


that the president had signed an execu- 
tive order, dated July 11, under which 
all holders of these contracts would 
be given public hearings and an op- 
portunity to justify their worth. Far- 
ley's report and recommendations are 
to be made within six months. 


The ocean mail service cost $26,- 
054,680 in 1933. An allowance of $24,- 
700,000 was made for this year. A ma- 
jority of the contracts under which 
this sum was paid have been under 
the scrutiny of the senate’s special 
ocean and air mail investigating com- 
inittee. That committee’s findings led 


REICH MINISTRY 
MAY CONFISCATE 
DAWES LOAN FUND 


“Necessary Action” in 
View of Trustees’ Deci- 
sion Will Be Taken, Fi; 
nancial Experts Indicate 


BERLIN, July 17.—(4)—Experts 
of the reich's finance ministry assem- 
bled hastily today to consider what to 
do about the decision of the three 
Dawes loan trustees to withhold for 
foreign bondholders about 200,000,000 
'marks which normally would have 


_been used to pay some of the govern- 
ment’s domestic bills. 

A government statement said the 
Dawes loan trustees—three foreign 
bankers—are’ jeopardizing the reich, 
and assurance was given that the 
“necessary action” will be taken. 

What action is to be was not fully 
disclosed tonight. But the govern- 
ment announced that the revenues 
of certain internal duties would uo 
longer be credited to the trustees’ ac- 
count. 

In some quarters, it was believed 
the government may be pushed to the 
extremity of confiscating the funds 
now set aside to service the Dawes 
loan. The funds are on deposit in 
special accounts at the Reichsbank, 
and the loan trustees served notice 
they will not turn it over to the gov- 
ernment while the German morato- 
rium on foreign debts blocks interest 
payments on the Dawes loan. 


Duties Guarantee Loan. 


The Dawes loan is guaranteed by 
German duties on _ tobacco, beer, 
brandy and sugar. The revenues on 
these duties are paid into the Keichs- 
bank special accounts, over which the 
trustees exercise control. 

The trustees, Gates MacGarrah, 
American; Pierre Jay, British, and 
Dr. J. Ter Meulem, Dutch, informed 
the government by telegraph today 
that they will refuse to release funds 
in the special account. The next in- 
terest payment on the Dawes loan is 
due October 15. 

A government statement complained 
that the money being tied up by the 
trustees is the equivalent of 50 times 
the Dawes service. A boomerang of the 
nazi government's moratorium.

COTTON CONTROL 
SET-UP COMPLETE 


Widely-Spread Organiza- 
tion To Handle Revolu- 
tionary Program. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—(4)— 
A widely spread semi-official organi- 
zation was completed today to help 
handle what. officials concede is the 
most revolutionary production con- 
trol program ever attempted in this 
country—the cotton reduction plan 
provided in: the Bankhead act. 

The farm administration announced 
community committees scattered 
throughout the 1,000 counties of the 
cotton belt had been selected. They 
will co-operate with county commit- 
tees, already set up, in assembling the 
data by which the allowed cotton pro- 
duetion of 2,000,000 farmers will be 
determined. 

Regulations Issued. 

At the same time, the AAA issued 
a 50-page set of regulations under 
which the job will be done—a revi- 
sion of preliminary rules already 
placed in effect in the country’s un- 
usually early cotton areas. 

The act limits production to 10,460,- 
251 bales of 478 pounds net weight. 
Cotton grown in excess of quotas set 
will be subject to 50. per cent tax. 

The procedure by which the farm- 
er will obtain his production allot- 
ment will be substantially. this: 

First, he will go to his community 
committee to make _ his. application, 
giving all the information as- to his 
past production.

VIOLENCE ATTENDS 


START OF STRIKE 
IN TEXTILE MILLS 


15,000 Workers Join in 
Walkout Affecting 20 


Mills in Northern Ala- 
bama Territory. 


HUNTSVILLE. Ala., July 17.—A) 
Rioting at one mill and threats of vi- 
olence at another today marked the 
beginning of an announced state-wide 
strike of textile mill workers, which 
found more than 20 mills idle and an 
estimated 15,000 away from their jobs 
a few hours after the deadline had 
been reached. 

Angry strikers swarmed about the 
Fletcher cotton mill, last of Hunts- 
ville’s six plants to remain in opera- 
tion, and brandished club end sticks 
until the plant was closed. 

Police reserves and special deputies 
who rushed to the spot with a ma- 
chine gun and rifles founda milling 
throng in the yard of the plant, but 
the tension had been slackened by the 
shutdown, 

At Florence, where three mills are 
out, officials of the Gardiner-War- 
ring knitting mill said their plant was 
closed although only 72 of their 200 
employes were on strike. Fear of 
violence, which had been: threatened, 
was blamed for the shutdown. 

Leader Satisfied. 

As the deadline of 10 a. m. ap- 
proached, mjll workers in scattered 
sections of the state walked out. John 
Dean, international representative of 
the United Textile Workers of Amer- 
ica and head of the strike bureau 
established here, said the strike “was 
progressing satisfactorily.” 

Mills are closed in Huntsville, Flor- 
ence, Anniston, Gadsden,. Birmingham, 
Jasper, Cordova, Guntersville, Albert- 
ville and, Piedmont. 

Without exception, mills in central 
and southern Alabama continued in 
operation. The five mills of the West 
Point ‘Manufacturing Company in the 
Chattahoochee valley, also continued 
in operation, with mill officials saying 
they had heard nothing of a strike. 

Albert W. Cox, state representative 
of the United Textile Workers of 
America, however, said the five mills 
soon would be closed. The Chatta- 
hoochee Valley Mills employ approxi- 
mately 5,000 workers at Lanett, Shaw- 
mut, Langdale, Riverview and Fair- 
fax.

Olson Declared Acting 
Governor of North Da- 
kota to End Contest. 


BISMARCK, N. D., July 17.—(#) 
William A. Langer’s’ troublous 18 
months’ tenure of the governorship 


of North Dakota was ended—condi- 
tionally—tonight by the state  su- 
preme court. 

Lieutenant Governor Ole Olson, 
one-time Langer ally but lately his 
bitter foe, was declared acting gov- 
ernor to end a contest over the of- 
fice which followed Langer’s convic- 
tion June 7 on a federal charge of 
conspiring to solicit political contri- 
butions from government workers. 

At the same time, however, the 
high court’s ruling—by a 4-to-1 vote 
—asserted that if Langer’s pendinz 
appeal to the circuit court of appeals 
should result in a wiping out of his 
disqualification—the federal convic- 
tion—he might resume office. 

Given Prison Term. 

The conviction resulted in imposi- 
tion of an 18-month prison sentence 
and $10,000 fine on Langer. 

Olson immediately announced he 
probably would cancel Langer’s call 
for a special session of the state leg- 
islature Thursday to consider his con- 
viction.

Little Activity Seen. 

Outwardly, this was almost the 
only sign of activity among govern- 
ment agencies immediately concerned 
with the California strike, although 
the new national labor relations board 
took its first definite action during 
the day. 

The board formally refused the -e- 
quest of the company union’ of the 
tiene Con Electric Railway and 
Light Company for an.election to de- 
termine what labor group should rep- 
resent the plant’s employes in collec- 
tive bargaining.

6f the mass walkout now ‘gripping 
this metropolitan area, 

_The committee made its stand con- 
tingent on agreement by employers 
of the maritime workers to recognize 
the general unions in the general 
strike as the labor organizations 
properly representing the various 
trades in whose name the walkout 
origmally was declared. 

The steering committee's action 
was taken while San Francisco po- 
lice and self-styled citizen “vigilantes” 
began separate but savage general at- 
tacks upon communist strongholds in 
the city. 

To Deport Aliens. 

Every effort will be made to check 
the records and nationalities of those 
rounded up in the drive to clean out 
agitators and prevent violence, Dis- 
trict Attorney Matthew Brady said. 

“IT shall use my best endeavors,” 
Brady added, “to have such of them 
who are not citizens and not enti- 
tled to remain in this country nor 
to draw subsistence, turned over to 
oo labor department for deporta- 
ion. 

The resolution for arbitration, which 
was adopted by a vote of 270 to 180, 
called upon the governors of Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California and the 
mayors of affected port cities therein 
to appeal to President Roosevelt “to 
act in this emergency to the end thaf 
all waterfront employers and recoz- 
nized organizations of the employes 
be requested immediately to submit to 
arbitration all questions” by the presi- 
dent’s longshore board. 

Individual union leaders said they 
interpreted the resolution as meaning 
each of the ten organizations involved 
in the longshoremen’s and maritime 
workers’ strike would be obliged to 
take a referendum on whether to sub- 
mit all their demands to arbitration. 

Up to Employers. 

Edward Vandeleur, head of the 
strike committee, issued a statement, 
saying:

TENNESSEE UTILITY 


$6,088,000 Will Be Paid for 
Equipment at Knox- 
ville. 


KNOXVILLE. Tenn., July 17.—) 
The Tennessee Vallew Anthority an- 
nounced today it. had reached an 
agreement to purchase the electric 
distribution and transmission facilities 


of the Tennessee public service com- 
pany. local power company, for $6.- 
088.000. 

The agreement was reached with the 
National Power and Light Company, 
owners of the local utility. 


The announcement said the trans- 
action is also contingent unon the will- 
ingness of bondholders to turn in their 
bonds at the issue price of 961-2 
within three weeks. 

If by August 8 the company has 
not been able to get the bonds‘ at this 
price, there is no deal, and the city of 
Knoxville will then proceed to make 
an award for a municipally-operated 
plant, the announcement explained. 

David E. Lilienthal. power director 
of the TVA, who conducted the nego- 
tiations, outlined the agré®@ment as 
follows, briefly : 

The Tennessee Public Service Com- 
pany will transfer to TVA all of its 
electric distribution and transmission 
facilities in east Tennessee, except the 
transmission line between Waterville, 
N. C. and Kingsport, Tenn. 

The Tennessee Publie Service will 
arrange for a tie-in for the inter- 
change of power between thé facilities 
to b@ acquired from the local utility, 
and Carolina company, also a national] 
power and light company. 

By the purchase of the local utility, 
competition between the local compa- 
ny and the city of Knoxville will be 
eliminated. and instead. the TVA and 
the city of Knoxville will acquire a go- 
ing concern with more than 25,000 
customers. 

The street railway property of the 
Tennessee Public Service will con- 
tinue to be operated by the company.

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TROOPS ON DUTY 
AT MINNEAPOLIS 


General Strike Threaten- 
ed as 6,000 Truckmen 
Leave Jobs. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 17.— 
(UP)—Soldiers went on duty in Min- 
neapolis today as 6,000 truckmen be- 


gan a long-awaited strike and the 
threat of a general labor walkout sim- 
ilar to San Francisco's hung over the 
city, 

Adjutant General F. A. Walsh or- 
dered out one battalion of the 145lst 
field artillery after a conference with 
Governor Floyd B. Olson. 

The national guardsmen marched 
to their headquarters and stood .eady 
for active duty on a moment's notice. 


Although strikers lined streets, 
they made no show of active resist- 
ance when the troops marched in. 
Authorities predicted that there 
would be no repetition of May riot- 
ing which cost two lives. 

The May strike was started by the 
same men who officially went out at 
4 a. m, today. 

Truce Ended May Troubles. 


A truce ended the May troubles. 
One concession to the workers then 
was the right to collective bargain- 
ing. After the strike ended, the 
truck drivers’ union took in a num- 
ber of new members, many of them 
inside workers, such as platform 
loaders and elevator operators. 

The union then claimed the right to 
represent these new members at wage 
parleys. Employers said their May 
agreement had been for truck drivers 
only. <A deadlock resulted. The re- 
gional Jabor hoard could not break it. 

Adjutant General Walsh said that 
the battalion of national guardsmen 
was ordered on duty merely as a 
“nrecautionary measure.” Governor 
Olson said he would “use every re- 
source to protect Minneapolis citi- 
zens.’ He recalled that in addition 
to the two deaths in the May rioting, 
there were injuries suffered by about 
300 persons.

Day’s Developments | 
In Strike Disorders

The committee that sponsored San 
‘Francisco’s general strike last night 
“advised” arbitration of the long- 
-shoremen’s walkout and called upon 
civil authorities to appeal to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for action in the 
emergency. 

Arbitration and settlement of the 
longshoremen's strike, in effect for 
more than two months, probably 
would halt the general strike since it 
was called in sympathy for the mari- 
time , workers. a 

The resolution came as irate Citi- 
zene sWooped down on communist and 
agitators’ headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco with clubs, smashing equipment 
and furniture and _ scattering com- 
munists in terror. The club-swingers, 
self-styled “vigilantes,” sought to 
eliminate radical influence from the 


general strike creeping over the bay 
region and involving 100,000 men.

9,000 Patrol Territory. 

About 7.000 national guardsmen 
and 2,000 policemen toured the terri- 
tory, a few heavily guarded trucks 
with food moved in and limited trans- 
portation facilities were maintained.

STATE TOBACCO CROP 
SHUWS ACREAGE DROP 


ATHENS, Ga., July 17.—P)— 
Georgia will harvest 57,000 acres of 
tobacco this year compared to 66,000 
acres in 1933, a reduction of 14 per 
cent, the July report of the Georgia 
Crop Reporting Service said today. 

Tobacco production for this season 
wag placed at 34.340.000 pounds com- 
pared with 58,124,000 pounds last 
season. 

Acreage of most feed and _ food 
crops show increases over last year 
the report said, due mostly to reduc- 
tion in cotton and tobacco. 

Hot dry weather during the latter 
part of June gave farmers a chance 
to give their crops a good cultivating 
and crop conditions improved in most 
sections, The report said extreme 
hot weather the last of June did some 
damage to early corn and hay crops 
in central and southern districts but 
local showers the first of July gave 
relief. 

The condition of the corn crop was 
placed at 65 per cent of normal com- 
pared with 66 per cent a year ago 
and an average of 74 per cent for the 
years 1922-31. Acreage was esti- 
mated at 4,002,000, or an increase of 
7 per cent over the 3,740,000 harvest- 
ed in 1933. Indicated production was 
placed at 38,019,000 bushels against 
39,270,000 for last year’s crop. 

An inerease of 30 per cent in the 
wheat harvest was predicted. Wheat 
acreage will total 87,000 compared to 
67,000 acres last vear, with an indi- 
eated yield of 740,000 bushels, or 
200,000 more than in 1933. Oats 
and rye crops will be larger than last 
year, the report said. 

The estimated acreage of peanuts 
planted was 582,000 against 529,000 
acres in 1933. Condition of the peach 
crop was placed at 67 per cent, for 
a total production of 6,375,000 bush- 
els. A year ago the peach crop was 
9,440,000 bushels. The July 1 fore- 
east for the 10 southern states is 
17,601,000 bushels, or 42 per cent 
larger than the crop of 1933 and al- 
most three times as large as the short 
crop of 1932.

Carries Campaign for 
Governor to Macon; 
To Speak at Lithonia. 


MACON, Ga., July 17.—(/)—As- 
serting that “Huey Long of Louisiana, 
in all his power and glory, was never 
arrayed like Talmadge with the money 
and machinery of the people,” Judge 
Claude Pittman in a campaign speech 
here tonight asked election as gov- 
ernor so he could “free the state” of 
the Talmadge “political machine.” 


“In 1932 the commissioner of agri- 
culture, Eugene Talmadge, had $300,- 
000 of the people’s money to spend,” 
Judge Pittman said, “Much of that 


money was spent for the purpose of 
electing him governor. During the year 
1934 Talmadge as governor has the 
entire income of the state to spend. 

E. C. Vandergriff, superintendent of 
the Macon auditorium building, where 
Judge Pittman spoke, estimated the 
size of the audience at 1,700 people. 
The building has a seating capacity 
of slightly more than 4,000. 

“He captured all of the funds with 
his soldiers in the battle of Capitol 
Hill and now he has around $30,000,- 
000 of the people’s money to spend,” 

Claims Salaries Hiked. 

The Cartersville jurist charged that 
Governor Talmadge, as commissioner 
of agriculture in 1932, raised the sal- 
aries of several employes of the agri- 
culture department, and ‘“‘put men con- 
nected with his campaign headquar- 
ters on the pay roll who had no du- 
ties to perform in connection with the 
duties of the agriculture department, 
and whose only services were in con- 
nection with the campaign of Eugene 
Talmadge for governor.”

IN REAL ESTATE BONDS 


‘Bondholders Protective 
Committee’ Under Fire of 
House Committee. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—(?)—A 
house committee investigating the real 
estate bond tangle sifted today what 
members termed a $25,000,000 “rack- 
et.” = 

It prepared a questionnaire to ob- 
tain more light on the activities of 
some “bondholders’ protective commit- 
tees.” Complaints have been receiv- 
ed, members said, that some such 
“committee” have been squeezing in- 
vestors by charging high fees, writing 
up exorbitant repair costs on the 
property back of the bonds and other 
wasteful practices, 

The 30-question document will be 
sent to receivers of closed banks, bank 
trustees and officers of committees or- 
ganized to accept deposit of so-called 
“gold bonds” which ran into difficul- 
ties during the slump. 

Chairman Sabath, democrat, Illinois, 
said the committee wants to determine 
particularly if there has been any 
collusion between bank receivers and 
organizers of these committees. 

The committee decided yesterday on 
a questionnaire fo be sent to all com- 
plaining bondholders. 

Among other questions it asks the 
name of any bondholders’ committee 
from which requests have been receiy- 
ed for the deposit of bonds; a copy 
of literature which the investor relied 
on in buying the bonds; copies of any 
literature received from bondholders’ 
committees requesting deposit of bonds 
and information about any cash pay- 
ments or solicitations for fees or ex- 
penses,

THE RAILROAD Y. M. C. A. 

Atlanta is to be the site of an 
industrial experiment in _ social 
service which may properly be ex- 
pected to become a model for na- 
tional adoption. 

The Railroad Y. M. C. A. which 
has for years been operating for the 
benefit of transient railroad men, 
has done a splendid job. It is now 
being reorganized into a new Y. M. 


| C. A. with a broader scope of ac- 
| tivity and one which is of unusual 
| significance in its announced plan 


of social service work. 

The new Y. M. C. A., which is 
already in the process of reorgani- 
zation, will establish a social center 
in its building. This will house, 
in addition to the dormitories; bowl- 
ing alleys, reading rooms, educa- 
tional facilities, a library, and other 
recreational conveniences. 


All these are a means to an end, 
The chief pu:pose will be to estab- 
lish a social service system which 
will look after the welfare of the 
10,000 railroad families in Atlanta. 
This has been attempted in the past 
but the method has been rather 
indefinite. 

The new organization will unify 
all the several railroad organiza- 
tions which have been attempting 
to carry on welfare work. These 
various labor organizations will be 
unified under one roof. This will 
reduce the overhead and enable 
them to know that 95 cents of 
every $1 will go to relief and also 
to know where it is going. This 
will, the officials believe, reduce the 
load on the Atlanta Community 
Chest and also the load on the gov- 
ernment. 

Its sponsors point out that all 
Standard railroad agencies, with a 
centralized office and service, will 
be able to promote a better under- 
standing among the 10,000 families; 
lift morale; promote a better under- 
Standing between the men and the 
companies and thus reduce the 
Strike evil and will also be able to 
bring about a higher standard of 
education and social life. 


Such an institution will be a 
splendid addition to Atlanta life. 
The officials of the Y. M. C. A. for 
the railroad men say, in effect: 

“An industrial group can 
should care for its own.’’ 

They believe this institution is 
one which will be copied in all rail- 
road centers and one which other 
industries will adopt. 


Each group in each industry is 
naturally and normally more inter- 
ested in “its own’’ than any other 
group. Given the opportunity to 
promote the social welfare of its 
own group it is perfectly natural 
that the work would be approached 
with more than ordinary sympathy 
and understanding. There would 
be a direct contact.

POWER WASHINGTON, July 17.—Revival of the electric power 

question by President Roosevelt’s letter to Secretary of 
Interior Ickes, saying he wished to establish a national power policy 
committee within the public works administration, is taken to mean 
that this program still remains one of the chief objectives of the 
administration. 

The duty of the committee, which is headed by Secretary Ickes, 
is, in the president’s words, ‘“‘to develop a plan for closer co-opera- 
tion of the several factors in our electrical power supply” so that 
“national policy in power matters may be unified and electricity may 
be made more broadly available at.cheaper rates.’’ 

As far as attention from the president is concerned, this prob- 
lem has been so long dormant that it was beginning to be asked 
if he was going to be content with what had already been projected. 
The Tennessee Valley development having been got under way, 
Boulder dam under construction, the Bonneville dam in Oregon and 
Grand Coulee in Washington started, it was thought by some that 
the administration might rest without inaugurating new plans, 


TREATY Justification for this feeling was found in the defeat 

by the senate of the St. Lawrence waterway treaty. 
Hostile comment at that time was to the effect that, if the president 
was determined to have ratification of the treaty he could get it 
by bringing pressure to bear on certain senators whose votes were 
necessary for the purpose. At one time it was repotted that “the

The president’s letter to Secretary Ickes seems to 
dispose completely of that judgment and to indicate rather that he 
is as determined as ever to have a broad national power develop- 
ment in order to reduce the cost of electricity to all classes and 
thus insure its more extended use.

sage by congress of the bill for a

WASHINGTON, July 17.—(/)— 

American officials watched develop- 

ments in the controversy between the 

German government and trustees of

vestor interest involved. 

The state department had no offi- 
cial dispatches on the subject from 
William E. Dodd, the American am- 
bassador, however, and Secretary Hull 
and other officials declined any com: 
ment on the merits of the case. 

Official documents concerning the 
Dawes loan show that a general bond, 
entered into between the trustees and 
the government, contained a provision 
that all bonds issued would have equal 
rank regardless of when or where they 
were issued. In addition the German 
ministry of finance issued a_ pros 
pectus in which it designated the fol- 
lowing three securities for the bonds: 

1—The loan was described as “a di- 
rect and unconditional obligation of 
the German government chargeable on 
all the assets and revenues of that 
government.” 

2—A specific first charge was pro- 
vided on all payments under the 
Dawes plan, such charge being prior 
to reparation and other treaty pay: 


ments which in turn have a specific | 


precedence over the existing German 
debt. 

3—A first charge also was provided 
by way of collateral security on the 
gross revenues of.the German govern- 
ment derived from the customs and 
from the taxes on tobacco, beer ani 
sugar and on the net revenue from the 
spirits monopoly.

for some two decades been directed 
at the task of building up a strong 
central government at Nanking capa- 
ble of protecting the nation from its 
enemies, developing it internally along 
modern lines and removing the objec- 
tionable extraterritorial rights held 
by other nations within its borders. 
As a preliminary to this program, 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, the father of the 
new form of government, who enunci- 
ated the three principles of govern- 
ment of, for and by the people, urged 
the necessity of a period devoted to 
the education of the masses of the Chi- 
nese people—practically all illiterates 
and ignorant—and to the “unfication” 
of the war lords who controlled the 
various portions of the far-flung coun- 


try. 
No End In Sight. 
There is still no end in sight to 
this period because the Nanking. gov- 


ing the two objectives in the wrong 
way. The unification of the war lords 
was attempted by force and treachery 
and the result is that they are still. 
for the most part, actively opposed) 
to the central government. At least} 
four of them are now in tHe field, 
with their armies, openly defying the’ 
authority of Nanking, and the local 
government at Canton, great port city 
that dominates the rich southern sec- 
tor of the country, is practically in- 
dependent of the central government, 
with an open break possible at any 
noment, 

The “tutelage” task has been equal- 
ly as badly muffed, principally because 
instead of building a strong govern- 
ment from the ground up, the Kuo- 
mintang leaders have . attempted to'| 
build from the top downward.

_The southern government is prac- 
tically invincible so far as Nanking 
is concerned because it possesses in 
the excise taxes of the port of Canton 
a source of rich revenue—greater than 
any single source upon which the Nan- 
king government can rely—and its 
leaders are capable and its army well 
trained and equipped. The famous 
ninteenth route army, which so va- 
liantly withstood the Japanese attack 
at Shanghai two years ago, is compos- 
ed of Cantonese troops. 

At the time of the Shanghai incident, 
Canton was on the verge of an open 
secession from Nanking because of 
friction between its leaders and Pres- 
ident Chiang Kai-shek. The break was 
averted by the patriotic eall to: all 
Chinese war lords to unite to combat 
the hated Nipponese. When the Shang- 
fighting was over the Canton 
leaders were able to force the resig- 
nation of Chiang, that being the price 
they demanded if they were to remain, 
even nominally a dependency of Nan- 
king, 

te Canton Not Pleased. 

: This does not mean, however, that 
Canton is any too well pleased with 
present conditions, because Chiang is 
still the power behind the throne at 
Nanking. 

With the complete loss or estrange- 
ment of these various provinces, the 
central government is left with less 
than half of the huge territory —50 
per cent larger than the area of the 
United States—that it inherited from 
the imperial government in 1911, 
Faced with this evidence of error 
in the policies they have heretofore 
followed, it is now apparent that the 
Kuomintang leaders are proceeding 
along new lines, being willing to ac- 
cept the vast territorial loss they hare 


| suffered and devoting themselves to 
| an intensified effort to develop and 


unify the area which is the very heart 
of China—that part of the country 
lying between Nanking on the south, 
Peiping on the north. and the Pa- 
cific on the east and Sinkiang on 
the west.

Chinese Types Differ. 

The task will be made all the more 
easy because of the fact that the resi- 
dents of the restricted area are of the 
Same type of Chinese, speaking the 
same language and having, largely, 
the same methods of living. It must 
be kept in mind in any consideration 
of the Chinese problem that the Man- 
churians in the north and the Can- 
tonese of te south differ widely from 
the Chinese of central China. The 
Manchus are large and lordly, being 
the descendants of daring horsemen 
and hardy mountaineers. The southern 
Chinese are a stunted race and have 
been accustomed for centuries to con- 
ditions largely governed by the exten- 
sive coast line of their territory. The 
difference in the language used, which 
makes it necessary for members of the 
three types of Chinese to converse in 
Pidgin English when they meet. ex- 
tends largely fo their characteristics 
and purposes. 

From the beginning of: the move- 
ment toward democratic government 
in China, experienced observers have 
been skeptical because of the vastness 
of the undertaking assumed by the 
Kuomintang party. Many of these 
observers, among them the writer of 
this comment, have expressed the he- 
lief that only through the partition 
of the country into smaller units— 
probably into three independent sec- 
tions composed of the north, the cen- 
ter and the south—would government 
stability and modern development of 
governmental service be possible.

I remember you and the gen- 
tleman with you making me say my rule over a lot of 
times. About quittin work. Just when you feels like 
you is about to give out knock off and go home. But 
this one time I gives out before I knocks off. I thank 
you for the compliment you paid me in your paper when 
you wus down here huntin 2 year ago and when I can 
return the faver I will be willin to do so. Dis leaves me 
in poor health but hope you aint enjoying the same. I 
would like you to sen me the paper so somebody can 
read to me what is rumminging around in the country. 
I lowed you would want to hear about me but specially 
about Mattie. Your Obedient Friend, Elbert Stevens. 
I can’t write an am gettin someone els to write this. 


Elbert and Mattie and the wagon has been togethér for 27 
years. Mattie was old and grizzled herself. She had come into 
Elbert’s possession when she was four years old. They and the 
wagon had ‘‘made’”’ 26. crops when Mattie ‘‘ceased.’”’ The 
wagon was rickety. The wheels were held together by strips of 
planking nailed across them beside the hubs. Elbert, tall and 
‘Jean and chiseled of jaw, had a great and rare philosophy which 
“had come to him through more than 50 years of plowing and 
harvesting and living close to the soil. And Mattie, too, had a 
great philosophy. Her’s was the religion of toil, as was Elbert’s.

""Mthabaerhead Shark. 


On March 21, 1919, the largest 
hammerhead reported was harpooned 
off Miami, Fla. The creature was 17 
feet long. Such a massive example 
of collected hideousness is hard for 
me to imagine, yet there is some- 
thing unfailingly attractive about the 
hammerhead shark. Possibly the very 
grotesqueness of the thing which bor- 
ders on the repulsive, is responsible 
for the urge of fascination I feel when 
looking upon one oi these undeniably 
ugly fish. 

Small specimens only have I seen 
from the Georgia coast, so we might 
be inclined to let them pass when 
covering the fishes as a sort of sur- 
vey, but their adaptation holds the at- 
tention ofall. who see them. Such 
an unustal thing should never be 
neglected. 2 do not recall having 
seen one from the Georgia coast that 
exceeded 30 inches, but I do not hold 
that up as a record. 

Consider for a moment the struc- 
ture of this head.’ There is a slender 
neck, upon which are borne the five 
gill slits common to all sharks. The 
head is some three times as wide as 
this neck, with the eyes on the very 
outer end of the stalks thus formed. 
One might almost expect this species 
to violate all the traditions of shark 
aneestry and have a wide mouth, but 


\this is not the case at all, the mouth 


being situated in the same plane as 
the eye and on the under-surface of 
the head, again as in all sharks. 

Just a word about the skin of the 
sharks. There are no scales on the 
body as we find in the true fishes, 
but dermal denticles, or tooth-like bod- 
ies originating deep in the skin, sub- 
stitute for seales. As a matter of 
fact, the teeth of sharks originate from 
the skin in this same fashion and lie 
on the jaws, row upon row, ready to 
sprout another when one is lost out. 
Thus the sharks have developed the 
most perfect battery of teeth imagin- 
able, from a purely foot-getting view- 
point. Any of you who have ever 
seen what a shark will do to a sword- 
fish know what 1] mean. By the 
way, the skin of sharks is made into 
leather at times: I believe it is known 
commercially as shagreen. 

Think what an interesting time we 
might have investigating the modifi- 
cations of the second and third cra- 
nial nerves in the hammerhead sharks! 
These nerves are responsible for the 
function of the eye in two ways, for 
the second cranial] is a sensory nerve 
and conducts the sight impressions to 
the brain and the third cranial is mo- 
tor in function and moves the eye by 
controlling six muscles. Think how 
they must have stretched out, com- 
paratively speaking.

CHICAGO, July 17.—(#)—Corn 
crop losses of almost incredible mag- 
»nitude reported by a foremost trade 
authority gave an exciting upward 
whirl to all grain prices today. 

In dealings on a big scale, corn 
and rye both outdid the season’s pre- 
vious top record quotations, with corn 
and wheat each showing an overnight 
maximum rise of 3 cents a bushel and 
with wheat surpassing any heights 
reached in more than a month. Im- 
pairment of corn yields in Texas, Ok- 
lahoma, Kansas, Missouri and Ne- 
braska was unofficially estimated as 
totaling 283,000,000 bushels so far 
during July because of prolonged tor- 
ried heat and abnormal drouth. 

Rushes of selling to realize profiis 
led to late reactions but the close for 
corn was relatively strong notwith- 
standing 7-8 to 1 3-4 above yesterday's 
finish, Wheat closed nervous, 1 cent 
to 1 1-2 cents up, oats unchanged to 
1-2 higher, and provisions varying 
from 2 cents decline to an equal gain. 

Rising prices for corn resulted in 
greatly expanded rural offerings from 
states less affected by unfavorable 
crop conditions. 

Although corn crop complaints 
from the southwest and west have 
been persistent of late, the full extent 
of the damage was apparently not 
generally recognized until now. 

Wheat, rye and oats _ borrowed 
strength chiefly from corn. An inde- 
pendent stimulus as to wheat was the 
fact that primary receipts for the first 
time since the new crop started to 
move were smaller than a year ago. 
There were also Canadian advices 
that drouth was spreading northward. 
An additional bullish influence was 
word: thaf the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture is considering an 
exchange of Pacific coast domestic soft 
winter wheat for Canadian Durum 
wheat. 

Provisions averaged higher, 
sponsive to corn market upturns.

: | Murder ‘Confession’ 


Quickly Shown False 


A second “confession” to the mur- 
der of Charles M. Earle, Fort Ogle- 
thorpe soldier in. 1918, for which 
Bert Long is now serving a life sen- 
tence in the fedéral penitentiary here, 
was quickly discounted by department 
of justice agents on Tuesday. 

James Reynolds, also known under 
a lengthy string of aliases, ‘“confess- 
ed” he shot Earle through the head, 
according to the sheriff of Jefferson 
county, Mississippi. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as Earle was killed by being 
beaten and slashed with a knife. and 
further as the records show Reyn- 
olds was in the penitentiary at the 
time of the killing, the “confession” 
failed to impress. 

Thomas J. Carden recently made 
another “confession” to the Earle 
slaying, but department of justice 
agents, while their investigation is 
yet incomplete are dubious in this 
case also and inclined to believe both 
“confessions,” nothing but efforts to 
secure freedom for Long.

Many kinds of 
food were offered to it, but it would 
eat nothing on the boat while cross- 
ing the ocean, or at the zoo, At last 
it was given a forcible feeding, a 
bamboo pole being used to push three 
or four rabbits down its throat, while 
half a dozen strong men _ held its 
body. Since pythons have been known 
to swallow antelopes, we can see that 
rabbits are only tidbits for them. The 
big serpents do not have poison fangs, 
but their bodies are thick and strong 
and can be used to erush a small deer, 
or even a leopard to death.
